Mighty Titan Rocket Sends 
Four Spacecraft Into Orbit

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla (AP) - 


A tnithty Titan 3 rocket to- 
day successfully sprayed four 
military research 
spacecraft 


into separate orbits, including 
one experimental communica- 
tions craft that could hasten the 
day when battlefield troops can 
talk among themselves via sat- 
ellite. 
"We've got all of the satellites 


out. Every one is working just 
fine," the launch control center 
said at the completion of the 
tricky 6 1/2-hour, four-in-one 
mission. 
The 127-foot-tall Titan 3, the 
type booster which someday 
will orbit astronauts in the De - 
fense Department's Manned Or - 
biting Laboratory, blasted off at 
3:37 a.m., EDT in a spectacular 
predawn launching that could 
be seen for miles along Flori- 
da's east central coast. 
Flying a space acrobatic act, 
the Air Force rocket's ma- 
neuvered into upper space more 
than 2 1/2 hours after liftoff 
and successfully ejected one 
radiation-studying satellite into 
a cigar-shaped path ranging 
Suit Filed Against 
Dr. 0.

Living 
Costs 
Jump 


WASHINGTON (AP)— Living 
costs rose three-tenths of 1 
per cent last month, continuing 
1968's sharpest price spiral in 
17 years, the government re- 
ported today. 


Big 
increases 
for food and 


housing caused most of the Au- 
gust rise which continued this 
year's jump in living costs at an 
annual rate of 4 per cent or 
more. 


The latest jump boosted the 
Labor Department's Consumer 
Price Index at 121.9. This 
means it cost $12.19 last month 
for every $10 worth of goods 
and services in the 1957-59 
period on which the index is 
based. 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics reported at the same time 
that average weekly earnings of 
some 45 million rank and file 
workers hit a record peak of 
$109.16, up 29 cents. But the 
rise in living costs more than 
wiped out the monthly wage 
gain. 


The September rise in whole- 
sale prices reflects, among oth- 
er things, the recently 
an- 


nounced boost in steel prices. 
The report is likely to add 
fuel to the political debate be- 
tween Republican presidential 
nominee Richard M. Nixon and 
supporters of Democratic can- 
didate 
Hubert H. Humphrey 


over rising prices and their 
effect on workers' wages. 


The report today was on Aug- 
ust prices and wages. The July 
increase brought the Consum- 
er Price Index to 121.5 
This year's rise of more than 
4 per cent In living costs comes 
on top of a 3.3 per cent in- 
crease in 19G6 and 3.1 per cent 
in 1967.

'No Gendarme For U.S.'

Club of San Francisco. "The 
American people don't want it 
and the rest of the world won't 
accept It." 
Speaking in the city where the 
United Nations was born, the 
Democratic presidential nom- 
inee also suggested a U. N. 
peacekeeping force in Vietnam 
"to administer free elections 
and verify the withdrawal of 
foreign troops." 


But his Republican opponent, 


Richard M.Nixon, said Wednes- 


day Republicans have been "the 
peace keepers, not just 
the 


peace talkers" —both at home 
and abroad. 
Nixon told a Denver audience 
Dwight D, Elsenhower's ad- 
ministration ended the Korean 
war and kept the nation out of 
others for eight years. And he 
said, "We did not have this 
problem of violence and fear" 
at home. 
Humphrey earlier said 
he 


would urge a halt to U.S. bomb- 
Ing of North Vietnam tomorrow 
if he thought it would help the 
peace talks — "regardless of 
what 
P r e s i d e n t 
Johnson 


likes." 


But he said he can see no such 
result from an I m m e d i a t e 
bombing halt and so will make 
some of his friends unhappy by 
refusing to call for one.

U. S. casualties in the two days 
of fighting were four dead and 48 
wounded, the U. S0 Command 
said.

sumed to be from the North 
Vietnamese 2nd Division, which 
for many months has operated 
in the battle area of roll ing foot- 
hills and rice paddies five miles 
southwest of Tarn Ky, the cap- 
ital of Quang Tin Province.

artillery was called in and heli- 
copter gunships went into action

broke contact. 
The tanks, armored personnel 
carriers and infantry came on 
enemy positions again Wednes- 
day about 11:15 a.m. The ar- 
mor and infantry attacked be- 
hind a hail of artillery and aer- 
ial explosives which broke up 
the North Vietnamese forma- 
tions.

WASHINGTON (A P)- Living 
costs rose three-tenths of 1 
per cent last month, continuing 
1968's sharpest price spiral in 
17 years, the government re ­ 
ported today.

HUMPHREY MAKES PLEDGE 
‘No Gendarme For U.S. ’

WASHINGTON (A P)- Living 
costs rose three-tenths of 1 
per cent last month, continuing 
1968's sharpest price spiral in 
17 years, the government re ­ 
ported today. 
Big increases 
for food and 
housing caused most of the Au­ 
gust rise which continued this 
year’s jump in living costs at an 
annual rate of 4 per cent or 
more. 


The latest jump boosted the 
Labor Department’s Consumer 
Price Index at 
121.9. This 
means it cost $12.19 last month 
for every $10 worth of goods 
and services in the 1957-59 
period cm which the index is 
based. 


The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics reported at the same time 
that average weekly earnings of 
some 45 million rank and file 
workers hit a record peak of 
$109.16, up 29 cents. But the 
rise in living costs more than 
wiped out the monthly wage 
gain. 


The September rise in whole­ 
sale prices reflects, among oth­ 
er things, the recently 
an­ 
nounced boost in steel prices. 
The report is likely to add 
fuel to the political debate be­ 
tween Republican presidential 
nominee Richard M. Nixon and 
supporters of Democratic can­ 
didate 
Hubert H. Humphrey 
over rising prices and their 
effect on workers’ wages. 
The report today was on Aug­ 
ust prices and wages. The July 
increase brought tí» Consum­ 
er Price Index to 121.5 
This year’s rise of more than 
4 per cent in living costs comes 
on top of a 3.3 per cent in­ 
crease in 1966 and 3.1 per cent

and verify the withdrawal of 
foreign troops.” 
But his Republican opponent,

peace talkers” — both at home 
and abroad. 
Nixon told a Denver audience 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s ad­ 
ministration ended the Korean 
war and kept the nation out of 
others for eight years.

countered more overt opposition among Roman Catholics than 
any other papal view in modern times. This is not a case of the 
faithful quietly dissenting in private; many have stated their dissent 
with surprising openness. 


This was dramatized last Sunday, at St. Matthew's Cathedral 


in Washington. There, some 200 parishioners walked out when their 
archbishop began a sermon urging obedience to the Pope's 
encyclical. 


Ordinarily such a state of affairs would be of only moderate 


interest to non-Catholics. Under the circumstances, this mani- 
festation of what approaches rebellion against the teachings of the 
church is of general concern. 


For serious and important questions, not exclusively doctri- 


nal, 
are raised by the Pope's encyclical and the reaction to it. 


The world's changing outlook on sex is involved. So is the matter 
of population control, one of the most crucial issues of our time. 
Dissent from the Vatican pronouncementon birth control is an in- 
dication that many Catholics are thinking for themselves on dif- 
ficult questions that confront society.

The area is remote, and large-scale facili- 
ties will be required to transport the oil and gas to warm -weather 
points 900 miles away. Making the Prudhoe Bay field a genuine 
rival of Texas reserves will be a tough job. But Alaskans do have 
one advantage; they can pump oil by light of the midnight sun.

I know 
quite a bit about this fire as it 
was on our land. 


This particular fire came very 
close to destroying our home as 
well as the home of my aged ' 
mo the r 
and 
f athe r -in -law. 


I work nights and had just gotten 
home and in bed and was sound 
asleep, as were my three chil- 
dren and the older folks, when 
I was awakened by the barking 
of our little dog. Upon looking 
out the window to see what the 
disturbance was, 1 saw a wall of 
fire between me and the road. 
The barking of the dog, plus 
some clearing my husband had 
done the night before the fire 
could well have saved our very 
lives. As it was, an alert neigh- 
bor alerted the forestry ser- 
vice, and some very kind neigh- 
bor boys helped to control tilings 
until those fine fellows from the 
forestry could get here. 


Now then, once again the fire 
has struck us out here. This 
morning, again, I was awakened 
from sleep, only to find another 
fire burning. This one right a- 
cross the road. This one burned 
in a southerly direction, and 
carne fairly close to burning out 
the neighbor, oneMrs.Menden- 
hall, who had gone to church. 
Again the forest service got 
here in time, and many helpful 
neighbors 
kept things under 


control until they could arrive. 
There was also another separ- 
ate, small fire along the road- 
way and further south and north 
of the major fire. All told, this 
adds up to about four fires in 
about a one month period of 
time. One of these fires was 
never mentioned in the paper 
even though it took the guys 
from the forestry to put it out, 
and caused us some fairly good 
damage. 
We think the public 


should be made aware of what 
their gosh-awful carelessness 
is doing to us out here. 
No—we didn't lose our homes— 


and for that we are ail grate- 
ful to whoever it is who looks 
after us from upstairs —but 
all of us out here have lost 
other things. In our case the 
chicken shed, lumber, damaged 
fences, and grazing land. The 
neighbor, who ranches, has lost 
valuable pasture land. All of this 
will take time and money to re- 
pair. 


We have all lost other tilings 


which can't be repaired or re- 
placed— namely some of the 
following points had best be 
considered by this community 
in general, and then some action 
had best be taken quickly. 


As 
I ha?e 
mentioned, our 


homes are still standing, but 
just how does one measure fire 
loss? Certainly 
not just ill 


homes and lives! One must also 
consider the factor of security. 
And how does one try to restore 
confidence in small children 
who come close to seeing all 
they have go up in smoke? One 
must consider the amount of 
time and sweat it took to fence 
in the area, to say nothing of 
the sweat it takes to pay taxes 
on land to feed stock that now is 
unproductive. One must try to 
calculate how many hours of 
sleep one must lose wondering 
when and where the next one is 
going to be, or if it is safe to 
go to town and shop or go to 
church or even go out for a 
drive. 


We folks out tliis way, for 
the most part, all have jobs that 
take the men away and out of the 
area a good part of the time, and 
I am gone each night. This 
leaves, for the most part, wom- 
en and children to fight fire un- 
til 
the f o r e s t r y 
service 


can come out. Now, so far, we 
have been lucky, but when will 
one of us lose a home — or 
worse, a life, before something 
is done? 


With the first fire mentioned it 


gave us great relief to know that 
on a Monday morning the dump 
was burning with a stiff wind 
blowing debris. Wherd was the 
caretaker who is supposed to 
be out here? Does he do any- 
thing more than have salvage 
rights? What hours does this 
man keep and just what are his 
duties? Any fool should know one 
doesn't burn outside in a stiff 
wind. 


When the dump was built we 


all went to a public hearing and 
protested but were assured that 
this was to be a "cut and cover" 
operation, so our fears of fire 
were groundless. We were also 
told there was nothing out here 
to burn, anyway. We were prom- 
ised that there would be litter- 
ing controls. Now then it is ob- 
vious that there IS something 
out this way that burns. The 
dump is fired constantly, and 
the roads are usually a mess. 


We 
have gone before 
the 


board asking help and have 
thus far received none. The 
"buck" has been passed from 
one department to the next and 
we are getting fed up with the 
apparent inadequacies of our lo- 
cal government. We have asked 
for 
enforcement of littering 


laws and publication of any ar- 
rests made to let people know 
the law is being enforced. No 
results. We have asked that fire 
be prohibited. Again no re- 
sults. So far, everything we have 
feared has come to pass . . . 
fires, litter, loss of property, 
and sadly enough, lack of pro- 
tection, which is every tax- 
payers right. 


We wonder, which one of us 


must actually lose our home or 
our life or the life of one of our 
children before someone in au- 
thority will get on the stick and 
take some positive action on 
some of the simple requests 
we have made,

people —despite De Gaulle. 


They are polite and cordial and 
seem to be going out of their 
way to make up for De Gaulle's 
studied affronts to the United 
States. 


As a result, Paris is teeming 
with Americans once again. 
There was a time when the res- 
taurants and night clubs were 
empty, and Life magainze fea- 
tured a photo of David Schoen- 
brun as the lone American din- 
ing 
in Maxim's. Not today. 


Around S e p t e m b e r 1. Paris 
came alive again. The swank 
hotels G e o r g e V and Plaza 
Athenee are busy with Ameri- 
cans and Air France is run- 
ning comfortably full 
flights 


across the Atlantic. 


PRAGUE VS. PARIS 
France presents some inter- 
esting contrasts between what 
happened here last year and 
what happened in Prague one 
month ago. 
In France, President de Gaul- 


le gave a blunt ultimatum to the 
United States and all NATO pow- 
ers to move out. All American 
military equipment, housing, 
barracks, telephones, oil lines, 
everything must be removed or 
else turned over to France. 
This was a tremendous opera- 
tion. The United States had led 
in making France the bulwark 
of an intricate defense system 
to protect it from a repetition 
of the invasions that had swept 
across France twice before— 
in 1914 and 1941. Both invasions 
had required American armies 
to be transported at great ex- 
pense and loss of time across 
the Atlantic; so it was reasoned 
that the American army would 
set up its defenses in France 
in advance. These defenses in- 
cluded an expensive pipeline 
carrying oil across France. 
All this —every scrap —De 
Gaulle decreed was to be yank- 
ed out. 
The United States complied. 


NATO headquarters was moved 
to Brussels. 
All American 


troops, equipment, and that of 
other NATO members were re- 
moved from French soil. 


In contrast, Czechoslovakia 


did not object to having War- 
saw Pact armies —the counter- 
part of NATO — maneuver on 
her soil last summer. Czech- 
oslovakia did not pull out of the 
Warsaw Pact. It did not give an 
ultimatum to remove all War- 
saw Pact communications. 
Nevertheless, on the night of 


Aug. 
20 Czechoslovakia was 


overrun by Warsaw Pact troops. 
It was as if NATO allies, in- 
stead 
of withdrawing 
from 


France, had overrun France. 


U. S. EMBASSY COMES ALIVE

see bicycles piled up in the 
guards' quarters at one side. 
They are not messengers" bi- 
cycles. Upstairs you hear small 
voices.

IS IT DEFAMATORY? 


Has the time come when it 


is no longer automatically libe- 
lous to say falsely of someone 
that he is a Communist? Two 
recent events appear to butt- 
ress that unfortunate conclu- 
sion. 
There was last winter 


a dinner in honor of John Abt, 
the Communists' lawyer and, 
if we are to believe the testi- 
mony of Whittaker Chambers 
and Elizabeth Bentley, and I 
for one believe it, a former 
member of a Commtmist spy 
ring. 
Among the sponsors of 


that dinner were avowed Com- 
munists, indeed officials of the 
Communist party of the United 
States. That did not appear to 
deter in the least non-Commun- 
ist, or apparently non»Comm<i&i 
ist fellow-enthusiasts 
of Mr. 


Abt, e.g. Freda Kirchwey, for. 
mer editor of The Nation maga- 
zine, and Thomas Emerson, 
professor of law at Yale Uni- 
versity, who happily joined the 
Communists in this tribute to 
Mr. Abt. 


And why not? What's so bad 


about being a Communist —by 
contemporary standards? 
In 


1947 
the Court of Appeals of 


New York ruled (Msncher v. 
Chesley) that the then current 
public 
attitude —"transitory 


though it may be"—was such 
that it was libelous to call 
a person a Communist. Again 
last winter, in connection with 
the lawsuit of Linus Pauling v. 
National Review et al (myself 
included). Mr. C. Dickerman 


Williams, attorney for the de» 
fendants, challenged the present 
applicability 
of 
Mencher v. 


Chesley. 
Although the Court 


ruled against Pauling, it did 
not confront directly the chal- 
lenge to amend Mencher v. 
Chesley. 


The court had previously held 


that "whether language (is de- 
famatory) depends, amongother 
factors upon the temper of the 
times, the current of contem- 
porary public opinion, with the 
result that words, harmless 
in one age, in one community, 
may be highly damaging to re- 
putation at another time or in 
a different place „ . . Today 
(1947) and in the recent past 
—-whether or not Communism 
stands for violent overthrow 
of government—it is undeniable 
that for Communism and its 
adherents 
and 
sympathizers 


there 
has been widespread 


public aversion." 


But consider the situation 


today, Mr. Williams asked— 
such a situation as the big 
dinner for Mr. Abt suggests. 
He quotes George F. Kennan 
as saying: "I just don't know 
what 'Communist' means to- 
day." 
"Can it be libelous," 


Mr. Williams asks, "to call 
a man a Communist when our 
country's leading scholars and 
intellectuals profess that they 
don't know what one is?" 


He then quotes from Senator 


Fulbright, who has complained 
that 
"we continue to apply 


the vocabulary created two de- 


cades ago to the shape of cur. 
rent events." Senator McG?e 
as demanding "a truce on using 
the word 'Comrrrinism..'" The 
scholar George Lichtheim as 
observing, "(Communism) is in 
danger of appearing irrelev- 
ant." 


Or Dwight Macdonald: " 


. . . The only reasonable de- 
finition of 'a Conrnunist' to- 
day, as of *a Jew', is some*, 
body who calls himself that." 
And Richard Rovere: "Twenty 
or even ten years ago, nearly 
all 
Americans believed that 


there was something in the 
world that could be properly 
described 
as 
'international 


Com -nunism' and that it threat- 
ened world peace, human free- 
dom, and American security 
(Now) 
The lesson has been 


learned"—that there is no such 
thing. 


And so on and so on and so 


on. 
The question is less, is 


it defamatory these days to 
call someone a Communist— 
the evidence seems to be plain 
that it isn't—'so nrich as: ought 
it to be defamatory? 
Are we. 


in our longing for peace, for- 
getting the capacity of the Com- 
munists to threaten that peace, 
to continue in their outrageous 
ways, to narcotize the moral 
and political intelligence in the 
West? 
And one wonders, post- 


Czechoslovakia, 
whether 
the 


gentlemen who have been so 
certain of the formlessness of 
Communism, are still so cer. 
tain.

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Dissent Among Catholics 


Pope Paul Vi’s Insistence on birth control restrictions has e n ­ 
countered more overt opposition among Roman Catholics than 
any other papal view in modern tim es. This is not a case of the 
faithful quietly dissenting In private; many have stated their dissent 
with surprising openness. 
This was dram atized last Sunday, at St. Matthew's Cathedral 
in Washington. T here, some 200parishioners walked out when their 
archbishop began a serm on urging obedience to the Pope’s 
encyclical. 
O rdinarily such a state of affairs would be of only moderate 
interest to non-Catholics. Under the circum stances, this m ani­ 
festation of what approaches rebellion against the teachings of the 
church is of general concern. 
For serious and im portant questions, not exclusively d o ctri­ 
nal, are raised by the Pope’s encyclical and the reaction to it. 
The world’s changing outlook on sex is involved. So is the m atter 
of population control, one of the most crucial issues of our tim e. 
D issent from the Vatican pronouncementon birth control is an in ­ 
dication that many Catholics are thinking for them selves on d if­ 
ficult questions that confront society. 


Big O il Fields In Alaska 


Texas has been synonymous with open spaces and oil. Until 
recently the Lone Star state could safely be called “ the biggest 
with the m ostest” when it cam e to the stuff that makes the wheels 
go ’round. Now it has been outclassed. 
What hurts most is that it has been outclassed by Alaska. T ex­ 
ans are still licking the wound adm inistered when Alaska entered 
the Union and took away their claim to having the biggest state. 
Word that Alaska has oil reserv es bigger than those of Texas 
is salt on the wound. 
A consulting firm in Dallas recently announced the discovery 
of an enormous deposit of petroleum and natural gas in Alaska. 
In contrast to the famous East Texas oil field with original r e ­ 
serves estim ated at five billion b arrels, the Alaskan field is b e­ 
lieved to hold five to 10 billion b arrels. 
A laska’s oil and gas storehouse is on the northern coast in the 
Prudhoe Bay region of the A rctic slope. Acquisition is expected 
to be very difficult. The area is rem ote, and large-scale facili­ 
ties will be required to transport the oil and gas to w arm -w eather 
points 900 m iles away. Making the Prudhoe Bay field a genuine 
rival of Texas rese rv e s will be a tough job. But Alaskans do have 
one advantage: they can pump oil by light of the midnight sun.

I HAVE a sm all cyst a t the 
base of my spine which has 
for years opened and closed 
and then 
seemed 
to disap­ 
pear. Now it has been drain­ 
ing for m any m onths and I am 
told th a t it can only be cured 
by surgery. Can you, by my 
description, tell m e w hether 
this is a seri­ 
ous or danger­ 
ous condition ?

D ear Mr. C .: 
It w o u l d be 
h i g h l y pre­ 
sum ptuous if I 
were to make 
a d i a g n o s i s 
from your de­ 
scription or a t­ 
tem pt a “mail 
order’’ diagnosis. Your story 
does have sufficient validity 
to w arrant a discussion of a 
type of cyst th a t frequently 
occurs at 
the base of the 
spine. 
A pilonidal cyst in this area 
is the result of some m alfor­ 
m ation during developm ent in 
the womb. It is said to occur 
in about three to five per cent 
of all people. M any of these 
cysts are present for a life 
tim e 
w ithout 
causing 
any 
symptoms. 
The presence of the cyst 
m ay be recognized by a slight 
dimpling, and never discharge 
The fact th a t yours has been 
opening and closing indicates 
there may be an added sec­ 
ondary infection which keeps 
it draining. 
When an abscess form s in 
this area the infection is first 
cleared up w ith antibiotics and 
then later the cyst is removed 
by surgery. 
There was a tune when the 
removal of a pilonidal cyst 
m eant m any w eeks of tre a t­ 
m ent 
before 
it 
completely 
healed. Now the wound is fre ­ 
quently closed a t tHe tim e of 
surgery, thus reducing the con­ 
valescent 
period 
by 
m any 
weeks. 
It is now necessary for you 


to consult your physician and 
find out if the condition I de­ 
scribe is the one that you have. 
You m ust then follow his spe­ 
cific directions and suggestions 
for treatm ent.

Michigan 
Dear Mrs G.: It would be 
unfair to chastise anyone at 
any age for having waited so 
long to give themselves some 
of the inner peace they may 
have needed for many years, 
f believe children have norm al 
rights as mem bers of a fam ily. 
I do not believe, however, th at 
my entire destiny should be 
subordinated to their happi­ 
ness. A pparently this is w hat 
you have done. 
W aiting these many years 
for the opportune time to seek 
psychological 
guidance 
is 
a 
m istake. I question w hether 
this w as sim ply a delaying ex­ 
cuse rather than a valid rea­ 
son 
It is generally accepted that 
people 
in 
the 
middle 
aged 
group are more fixed in their 
attitudes and in the¿r ideas 
and judgm ent. It may be diffi­ 
cult to displace some of these 
I do not consider that there 
is any age group in which an 
individual cannot benefit by 
some form of psychoanalysis, 
psychodirection or psychother­ 
apy. 
It certainly deserves a try 
Under the guidance of a well 
trained person, ihe choice of 
treatm ent will be made w ith 
good judgm ent. I am certain 
th at you can recapture much 
of the happiness you have a l­ 
lowed to slip by under the m is­ 
guided notion th at you did not 
deserve to “buy for yourself* 
th at which you so generously 
gaye to vour children.

D ear Editor: 
I read, with m ore than passing 
interest, the account of the fire 
caused by burning debris from 
the dump which occurred out 
here the 16th of this month. The 
article stated that this area was 
alm ost “ fire -p ro o f” now, but 
that a fire with an east or west 
wind behind it could still cause 
considerable dam age out this 
way. 
I should like to inform you 
that there was already a fire 
e a st of the dump, and if memory 
serv es me right, within the past 
month. This fire I have re fe r­ 
ence to was probably caused by 
a passing m otorist who flicked a 
cigarette out of a moving ve­ 
hicle or lost sm oldering debris 
on the way to the dump. I know 
quite a bit about this fire as it 
was on our land. 
This particular fire came very 
close to destroying our home as 
well as the home of my aged ’ 
m other 
and 
father-in-law . 
I work nights and had just gotten 
home and in bed and was sound 
asleep, as w ere my three c h il­ 
dren and the older folks, when 
I was awakened by the barking 
of our little dog. Upon looking 
out the window to see what the 
disturbance was, I saw a wall of 
fire between me and the road. 
The barking of the dog, plus 
some clearing my husband had 
done the night before the fire 
could well have saved our very 
lives. As it was, an a lert neigh­ 
bor alerted the forestry s e r ­ 
vice, and som e very kind neigh­ 
bor boys helped to control tilings 
until those fine fellows from the 
forestry could get here. 
Now then, once again the fire 
has struck us out here. This 
morning, again, I was awakened 
from sleep, only to find another 
fire burning. T his one right a - 
cro ss the road. This one burned 
In a southerly direction, and 
came fairly close to burning out 
the neighbor, one M rs. Menden­ 
hall, who had gone to church. 
Again the fo re st service got 
here in tim e, and many helpful 
neighbors 
kept 
things under 
control until they could a rriv e . 
There was also another se p a r­ 
ate, sm all fire along the ro ad ­ 
way and further south and north 
of the m ajor fire . All told, this 
adds up to about four fire s in 
about a one month period of 
tim e. One of these fire» was 
never mentioned in the paper 
even though it took the guys 
from the fo restry to put it out, 
and caused us some fairly good 
damage. 
We 
think the public 
should be m ade aware of what 
their gosh-awful carelessn ess 
is doing to us out here. 
No—we didn’t lose our hum es— 
and for that we are all g ra te ­ 
ful to whoever it is who looks 
after us from upstairs —but 
all of us out here have lust 
other things. In our case the 
chicken shed, lum ber, damaged 
fences, and grazing land. The 
neighbor, who ranches, has lost 
valuable pasture land. All of this 
will take tim e and money to r e ­ 
pair. 
We have all lost other things 
which can't be repaúuú or r e ­ 
placed— nam ely some of the 
following points had best 1* 
considered by this community 
in general, and then some action 
had best be taken quickly. 


As 
I 
hafe 
mentioned, our 
hom es are still standing, but 
just how does one m easure fire 
loss? 
Certainly 
not 
just in 
homes and lives! One m ust also 
consider the factor of security. 
And how does one try to resto re 
confidence in sm all children 
who come close to seeing all 
they have go up in sm oke? One 
m ust consider the amount of 
tim e and sweat it took to fence 
In the area, to say nothing of 
the sweat it takes to pay taxes 
on land to feed stock that now is 
unproductive. One must try to 
calculate how many hours of 
sleep one m ust lose wondering 
when and where the next one is 
going to be, or if it is safe to 
go to town and shop o r go to 
church or even go out for a 
drive. 
We folks out this way, tor 
the most p art, all have jobs that 
take the men away and out of the 
area a good p art of the tim e, and 
I 
am gone each night. This 
leaves, for the m ost part, wom­ 
en and children to fight fire un­ 
til 
the 
f o r e s t r y 
service 
can come out. Now, so far, we 
have been lucky, but when will 
one 
of us lose a home — or 
w orse, a life, before something 
is done? 


With the firs t fire mentioned it 
gave us great relief to know that 
on a Monday morning the dump 
was burning with a stiff wind 
blowing debris. Wherd was the 
caretaker who is supposed to 
be out here? Does he do any­ 
thing more than have salvage 
rights? What hours does this 
man keep and just what are his 
duties? Any fool should know one 
doesn’t burn outside in a stiff 
wind. 
When the dump was built we 
all went to a public hearing and 
protested but w ere assured that 
this was to be a ‘'cut and cover” 
operation, so oui fears of fire 
were groundless. We w ere also 
told there was nothing out here 
to burn, anyway. We were prom ­ 
ised that there would be litte r­ 
ing controls. Now then it is ob­ 
vious that there IS som ething 
out this way that burns. The 
dump is fired constantly, and 
the roads are usually a m ess. 


We 
have 
gone 
before 
the 
board asking help and have 
thus far received none. The 
“ buck” has been passed from 
one departm ent to the next and 
we are getting fed up with the 
apparent inadequacies of our lo - 
cal government. We have asked 
for 
enforcem ent 
of littering 
laws and publication of any a r ­ 
re sts made to let people know 
the law is being enforced. No 
resu lts. We have asked that fire 
be prohibited. Again no r e ­ 
sults. So far, everything we have 
feared has come to pass . . . 
fire s, litte r, loss of property, 
and sadly enough, lack of pro - 
tection, which is every tax­ 
payers right. 
We wonder, which one of us 
m ust actually lose our home or 
our life or the life of one of our 
children before someone in a u ­ 
thority wii! gaí un the stick and 
take some positive action on 
some of the sim ple requests 
we have made.

As a re su lt, P aris Is teem ing 
with 
A m ericans 
once again. 
There was a tim e when the r e s ­ 
taurants and 
night clubs were 
empty, and Life magainze fea­ 
tured a photo of David Schoen- 
brun as the lone A m erican din­ 
ing 
in 
M axim’s. Not today. 
Around S e p t e m b e r 1. P aris 
came alive again. The swank 
hotels G e o r g e V and Plaza 
Athenee a re busy with A m eri­ 
cans and A ir F rance is run­ 
ning com fortably full 
flights 
across the Atlantic. 


PRAGUE VS. PARIS 
France presents some in te r­ 
esting contrasts between what 
happened here last year and 
what happened in Prague one 
month ago. 
In F rance, President de G aul­ 
le gave a blunt ultimatum to the 
United States and all NATO pow­ 
e rs to move out. All Am erican 
m ilitary 
equipment, housing, 
barracks, telephones, oil lines, 
everything must be rem oved or 
else turned over to F rance. 
This was a trem endous o p era­ 
tion. The United States had led 
in making F rance the bulwark 
of an intricate defense system 
to protect it from a repetition 
of the invasions that had swept 
acro ss F rance twice b e fo re - 
in 1914 and 1941. Both invasions 
had required Am erican arm ies 
to be transported at great ex ­ 
pense and loss of tim e acro ss 
the Atlantic; so it was reasoned 
that the A m erican arm y would 
set up its defenses in F rance 
in advance. These defenses in­ 
cluded an expensive pipeline 
carrying oil acro ss F rance. 
All this —every scrap —De 
Gaulle decreed was to be yank­ 
ed out. 
The United States com plied. 
NATO headquarters was moved 
to B ru ssels. 
All 
A m erican 
troops, equipment, and that of 
other NATO m em bers w ere r e ­ 
moved from French soil. 
In 
contrast, Czechoslovakia 
did not object to having Wa r ­ 
saw Pact arm ies —th eco u n ter­ 
part of NATO — m aneuver on 
her soil last sum m er. C zech­ 
oslovakia did not pull out of the 
W arsaw P act. It did not give an 
ultimatum to remove all W ar­ 
saw Pact com m unications. 
N evertheless, on the night of 
Aug. 20 Czechoslovakia was 
overrun by W arsaw Pact troops. 
It was as if NATO allies, in­ 
stead 
of 
withdrawing 
from 
F ran ce, had overrun F rance.

Em bassy residence in P a ris you 
see bicv^lsá piled up in the 
guards’ q u arters at one side.

ON THE RIGHT

IS IT DEFAMATORY? 
Has the tim e come when it 
is no longer autom atically libe* 
lous to say falsely of someone 
that he is a Communist? Two 
recent events appear to butt­ 
re ss that unfortunate conclu* 
sion. 
There was la st w inter 
a dinner in honor of John Abt, 
the Communists* lawyer and, 
if we are to believe the testi­ 
mony of W hittaker Cham bers 
and EUzabeth Bentley, and I 
for one believe it, a form er 
m em ber of a Communist spy 
ring. 
Among the sponsors of 
that dinner w ere avowed Com* 
m unists, indeed officials of the 
Communist party of the United 
States. That did not appear to 
deter in the least non-Commun* 
1st, or apparently non-Com m’in* 
1st fellow-enthusiasts of M r. 
Abt, e.g. Freda Kirchwey, for­ 
m er edi-or of The Nation maga­ 
zine, and Thomas Em erson, 
p rofessor of law at Yale Uni­ 
v ersity, who happily joined the 
Com m unists in this tribute to 
M r. Abt. 
And why not? w hat’s so bad 
about being a Communist —by 
contem porary standards? 
In 
1947 the Court of Appeals of 
New York ruled (M sncher v. 
Chesley) that the then current 
public 
attitude —“ tran sito ry 
though it may be” —was such 
that it was libelous to call 
a person a Communist. Again 
last w inter, in connection with 
the law suit of Linus Pauling v. 
National Review et al (m /self 
included), 
M r. C. D ickerm an 


W illiam s, attorney for the de­ 
fendants, challenged the present 
applicability 
of 
Mencher v. 
Chesley. 
Although the Court 
ruled against Pauling, it did 
not confront directly the chal­ 
lenge to amend Mencher v. 
Chesley. 
The court had previously held 
that “ whether language (is de­ 
fam atory) depends, among other 
facto rs upon the tem per of the 
tim es, the cu rren t of contem­ 
p orary public opinion, with the 
resu lt that w ords, harm less 
in one age, in one community, 
may be highly damaging to re ­ 
putation at another tim e or in 
a different place . . . Today 
(1947) and in the recent past 
—whether or not Communism 
stand» for violent overthrow 
of governm ent— it is undeniable 
that for Communism and its 
adherents 
and 
sym pathizers 
there 
has 
been 
widespread 
public aversion.” 
But consider the situation 
today, M r. W illiam s asked— 
such a situation as the big 
dinner for M r. Abt suggests. 
He quotes George F. Kennan 
as saying: 
“ I just don’t know 
what ’Communist* means to­ 
day.” 
“ Can it be libelous,” 
M r. W illiam s asks, “ to call 
a m in a Communist when our 
country’s leading scholars and 
intellectuals profess that they 
don’t know what one is?” 
He then quotes from Senator 
Fulbright, who has complained 
that 
“ we continue to apply 
the vocabulary created two de­ 


cades ago to the shape of cu i- 
rent events.” Senator McGoe 
as demanding “ a truce on using 
the word ’Comm inism,*” The 
scholar George Lichtheim as 
observing, “ (Communism) is in 
danger of appearing irre le v ­ 
ant.” 
Or Dwight Macdonald: 
** 
. . . The only reasonable de­ 
finition of *a Communist* to­ 
day, as of *a Jew’, is som o. 
body who calls him self th a t.” 
And Richard Rovere: “ Twenty 
o r even ten years ago, nearly 
all 
A m ericans 
believed that 
there was something in the 
w orld that could be properly 
described 
as 
’international 
Com munism’ and that it th reat­ 
ened world peace, human free­ 
dom, and American se c u rity .. . 
(Now) 
The lesson has been 
learned” —that there is no such 
thing. 
And so on and so on and so 
on. 
The question is le ss, is 
it defam atory these days to 
rail someone a Com m unist— 
the evidence seem s to be plain 
that it isn’t— so much as: ought 
it to be defam atory? 
A re we, 
in our longing for peace, for­ 
getting the capacity of the Com­ 
m unists to threaten that peace, 
to continue in their outrageous 
w ays, to narcotize the m oral 
and political intelligence in the 
W est? 
And one w onders, post- 
Czechoslovakia, 
whether 
the 
gentlem en who have been so 
certain of the form lessness of 
Communism, are still so ce r­ 
tain.

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Dissent Among Catholics 


Pope Paul Vi’s insistence on birth control restrictions has e n ­ 
countered more overt apposition among Roman Catholics than 
any other papal view in modern tim es. This is not a case of the 
faithful quietly dissenting in private; many have stated their dissent 
with surprising openness. 
T his was dram atized last Sunday, at St. Matthew’s Cathedral 
in W ashington. There, some 200parishioners walked out when their 
archbishop began a serm on urging obedience to the Pope’s 
encyclical. 
O rdinarily such a state of affairs would be of only moderate 
in terest to non-Catholics. Under the circum stances, this m ani­ 
festation of what approaches rebellion against the teachings of the 
church is of general concern. 
F o r serious and im portant questions, not exclusively d o ctri­ 
nal, are raised by the Pope’s encyclical and the reaction to it. 
The w orld’s changing outlook on sex is involved. So is the m atter 
of population control, one of the most crucial issues of our tim e. 
D issent from the Vatican pronouncementon birth control is an in ­ 
dication that many Catholics are thinking for them selves on dif­ 
ficult questions that confront society. 


Big Oil Fields In Alaska 


T exas has been synonymous with open spaces and oil. Until 
recently the Lone S tar state could safely be called “ the biggest 
with the m ostest” when it came to the stuff that makes the wheels 
go ’round. Now it has been outclassed. 
W hat hurts most is that it has been outclassed by Alaska. T ex­ 
ans a re still licking the wound adm inistered when Alaska entered 
the Union and took away their claim to having the biggest state. 
W ord that Alaska has oil reserv es bigger than those of Texas 
is sa lt on the wound. 
A consulting firm in Dallas recently announced the discovery 
of an enormous deposit of petroleum and natural gas in Alaska. 
In contrast to the famous East Texas oil field with original r e ­ 
se rv e s estim ated at five billion b a rre ls, the Alaskan field is b e­ 
lieved to hold five to 10 billion b a rre ls. 
A laska’s oil and gas storehouse is on the northern coast in the 
Prudhoe Bay region of the A rctic slope. Acquisition is expected 
to be very difficult. The area is rem ote, and large-scale facili­ 
tie s w ill be required to transport the oil and gas to w arm -w eather 
points 900 m iles away. Making the Prudhoe Bay field a genuine 
riv al of Texas rese rv e s will be a tough job. But Alaskans do have 
one advantage; they can pump oil by light of the midnight sun.

I HAVE a sm all cyst at the 
base of my spine which has 
fo r years opened and closed 
and 
then seemed 
to disap­ 
pear. Now it has been drain­ 
ing' for many m onths and I am 
told th a t it can only be cured 
by surgery. Can you. by my 
description, tell me w hether 
th is is a seri­ 
ous or danger­ 
ous condition ?

Dear Mr. C .; 
It w o u l d be 
h i g h l y pre­ 
sum ptuous if I 
were to make 
a d i a g n o s i s 
from your de­ 
scription or a t­ 
tem pt a “mail 
o rd er” diagnosis. Your story 
does have sufficient validity 
to w arrant a discussion of a 
type of cyst th a t frequently 
occurs at the base of the 
spine. 
A pilonidal cyst in this area 
is the result of some m alfor­ 
m ation during development in 
th e womb. It is said to occur 
in about three to five per cent 
of all people. M any of these 
cy sts are present for a life 
tim e 
without 
causing 
any 
symptoms. 
The presence of the cyst 
m ay be recognized by a slight 
dimpling, and never discharge. 
T he fact th a t yours has been 
opening and closing indicates 
there may be an added sec­ 
ondary infection which keeps 
it draining. 
When an abscess forma in 
th is area the infection is first 
cleared up w ith antibiotics and 
then later the cyst is removed 
by surgery. 
There was a tim e when the 
rem oval of a pilonidal cyst 
m eant m any weeks of tre a t­ 
m ent 
before 
it 
completely 
healed. Now the wound is fre­ 
quently closed a t tile tim e of 
surgery*, thus reducing the con­ 
valescent 
period 
by 
m any 
weeks. 
It is now necessary for you 


find out if the condition I de­ 
scribe is the one that you have. 
You m ust then follow his spe­ 
cific directions and suggestions 
for treatm ent. 


D ear Editor: 
I read, with more than passing 
interest, the account of the fire 
caused by burning debris from 
the dump which occurred out 
here the 16th of this month. The 
article stated that this are a was 
alm ost “ fire-proof” now, but 
that a fire with an east o r w est 
wind behind it could still cause 
considerable damage out this 
way. 
I should like to inform you 
that there was already a fire 
east of the dump, and if m em ory 
serves me right, within the p ast 
month. T his fire I have r e f e r ­ 
ence to was probably caused by 
a passing m otorist who flicked a 
cigarette out of a moving v e­ 
hicle or lost sm oldering d eb ris 
on the way to the dump. I know 
quite a bit about this fire a s it 
was on our land. 
This particu lar fire cam e very 
close to destroying our home as 
well as the home of my aged * 
m other 
and 
father-in-law . 
I work nights and had just gotten 
home and in bed and was sound 
asleep, as w ere my three c h il­ 
dren and the older folks, when 
I was awakened by the barking 
of our little dog. Upon looking 
out the window to see what the 
disturbance was, I saw a wall of 
fire between me and the road. 
The barking of the dog, plus 
some clearing my husband had 
done the night before the fire 
could well have saved our very 
lives. As it was, an a le rt neigh­ 
bor alerted the forestry s e r ­ 
vice, and som e very kind neigh­ 
bor boys helped to control tilings 
until those fine fellows from the 
forestry could get here. 
Now then, once again the fire 
has struck us out here. This 
m orning, again, I was awakened 
from sleep, only to find another 
fire burning. This one rig h t a - 
cross the road. This one burned 
in a southerly direction, and 
came fairly close to burning out 
the neighbor, one M rs. M enden­ 
hall, who had gone to church. 
Again the forest serv ice got 
here in tim e, and many helpful 
neighbors 
kept 
things under 
control until they could a rriv e . 
There was also another s e p a r­ 
ate, sm all fire along the ro ad ­ 
way and further south and north 
of the m ajor fire. All told, this 
adds up to about lour fire s in 
about a one month period of 
tim e. One of these fire s was 
never mentioned in the paper 
even though it took the guys 
from the forestry to put it out, 
and caused us some fairly good 
dam age. 
We think the public 
should be made aware of what 
their gosh-awful carelessn ess 
is doing to us out here. 
No—we didn’t lose our hum es— 
and for that we are ail g ra te ­ 
ful to whoever it is who looks 
after us from upstairs —but 
all of us out here have lust 
other things. In our case the 
chicken shed, lumber, damaged 
fences, and grazing land. The 
neighbor, who ranches, has lost 
valuable pasture land. All of this 
will take tim e and money to r e ­ 
pair. 
We have all lost other things 
which can’t be repaired o r r e ­ 
placed— namely some of the 
following points had b est be 
considered by this community 
in general, and then som e action 
had best be taken quickly. 


As 
I 
have 
m entioned, our 
homes a re still standing, but 
just how does one m easure fire 
loss? 
C ertainly 
not 
just in 
homes and lives! One m ust also 
consider the factor of security. 
And how does one try to resto re 
confidence in sm all children 
who come close to seeing all 
they have go up in sm oke? One 
must consider the am ount of 
time and sweat it took to fence 
in the are a, to say nothing of 
the sw eat it takes to pay taxes 
on land to feed stock that now is 
unproductive. One m ust try to 
calculate how many hours of 
sleep one must lose wondering 
when and where the next one is 
going to be, or if it is sale to 
go to town and shop o r go to 
church o r even go out for a 
drive. 
We folks out this way, for 
the m ost p art, all have jobs that 
take the men away and out of the 
area a good part of the tim e, and 
I 
am 
gone each night. This 
leaves, tor the m ost p a rt, wom­ 
en and children to fight fire un­ 
til 
the 
f o r e s t r y 
service 
can come out. Now, so far, we 
have been lucky, but when will 
one 
of us lose a home — or 
w orse, a life, before something 
is done? 


With the firs t fire mentioned it 
gave us great relief to know that 
on a Monday morning the dump 
was burning with a stiff wind 
blowing debris. W herd was the 
caretaker who is supposed to 
be out here? Does he do any­ 
thing m ore than have salvage 
rights? What hours does this 
man keep and just what are his 
duties? Any fool should know one 
doesn’t burn outside in a stiff 
wind. 
When the dump was built we 
all went to a public hearing and 
protested but were assu red that 
this was to be a “ cut and cover” 
operation, so our fe a rs of fire 
were groundless. We were also 
told th ere was nothing out here 
to burn, anyway. We w ere prom ­ 
ised that there would be litte r­ 
ing controls. Now then it is ob­ 
vious that there IS something 
out this way that burns. The 
dump is fired constantly, and 
the roads are usually a m ess. 


We 
have 
gone 
before 
the 
board asking help and nave 
thus far received none. The 
“ buck” has been passed from 
one departm ent to the next and 
we a re getting fed up with the 
apparent inadequacies of our lo ­ 
cal government. We have asked 
tor 
enforcem ent 
of littering 
laws and publication of any a r ­ 
re sts made to let people know 
the law is being enforced. No 
re su lts. We have asked that fire 
be prohibited. Again no re ­ 
su lts. So far, everything we have 
feared has come to pass . . . 
fire s, litte r, loss of property, 
and sadly enough, lack of pro­ 
tection, which is every tax­ 
payers right. 
We wonder, which one of us 
m ust actually lose our home or 
our life or the life of one of our 
children before som eone in au­ 
thority will gel on the stick and 
take som e positive action on 
some of the sim ple requests 
we have made.

The swank 
hotels G e o r g e V and Plaza 
Athenee are busy with A m eri­ 
cans and Air F ra n ce is run­ 
ning com fortably full flights 
ac ro ss the A tlantic. 


PRAGUE VS. PARIS 
F ran ce presents som e in ter­ 
esting contrasts between what 
happened here la st year and 
what happened in Prague one 
month ago. 
In F ran ce, P resident de Gaul­ 
le gave a blunt ultim atum to the 
United States and all NATO pow­ 
e rs to move out. All Am erican 
m ilitary 
equipment, housing, 
b arrac k s, telephones, oil lines, 
everything must be rem oved or 
e lse turned over to F rance. 
T his was a trem endous opera­ 
tion. The United States had led 
in making F ran ce the bulwark 
of an intricate defense system 
to protect it from a repetition 
of the invasions that had swept 
a c ro ss France twice b e fo re - 
in 1914 and 1941. Both invasions 
had required A m erican arm ies 
to be transported at great ex­ 
pense and loss of tim e across 
the Atlantic; so it was reasoned 
that the A m erican arm y would 
set up its defenses in France 
In advance. T hese defenses in­ 
cluded an expensive pipeline 
carrying oil ac ro ss F rance. 
All this —every scrap —De 
Gaulle decreed was to be yank­ 
ed out. 
The United States complied. 
NATO headquarters was moved 
to B ru ssels. 
All 
Am erican 
troops, equipment, and that of 
other NATO m em bers w ere r e ­ 
moved from F rench soil. 
In 
contrast, Czechoslovakia 
did not object to having W ar­ 
saw Pact arm ies —thecounter­ 
p art of NATO — m aneuver on 
her soil last sum m er. C zech­ 
oslovakia did not pull out of the 
W arsaw P act. It did not give an 
ultim atum to rem ove all W ar­ 
saw Pact com m unications. 
N evertheless, on the night of 
Aug. 
20 Czechoslovakia was 
overrun by W arsaw Pact troops. 
It was as if NATO allies, in­ 
stead 
of 
withdrawing 
from 
F ra n ce , had overrun F rance. 


U. S. EMBASSY COMES ALIVE 
When you enter the Am erican 
E m bassy residence in P aris you 
see bicycles piled up in the 
g u ard s’ q u arters at one side. 
They are not m essen g ers' b i­ 
cycles. U pstairs you hear sm all 
voices. A m erican jazz music 
com es from a balcony. The g a r­ 
den where I once saw S ecre­ 
ta ry of State Jim m y Byrnes 
entertain Foreign M inister Mo­ 
lotov is a bit worn now. At one 
side is a football. Under a tree 
a 14-year-old is turning so m er­ 
sa u lts on a tram poline. 
H is m other, M rs. Eunice Ken­ 
nedy Shriver, explains that he 
is about to go back to Landon 
school in W ashington, but is 
enjoying a vacation in P aris. 
M rs. Shriver has the gestures 
and m annerism s of her later 


brother, 
P resident 
John F . 
Kennedy. Two tragedies have 
left th eir m ark. Her once au ­ 
burn hair is now streaked with 
gray. But she is still as a n i­ 
mated as in the days when h er 
older b ro th ers w ere influenc­ 
ing the A m erican people. And 
she has not delegated the r e ­ 
sponsibilities of motherhood to 
a governess. The children com e 
up to her at luncheon for a d ­ 
vice and spending money for a 
trip downtown. 


T here a re live Shriver ch il­ 
dren, aged th ree to fourteen — 
four of them boys. She had hoped 
for m ore g irls. “ You come out 
of the eth er and ask, ‘Is it a 
g ir l? and you keep trying un­ 
til you get one.’’ 
The th ree-y ear-o ld , aboyw ith 
a full head of h air, comes up to 
his m other to whisper som e­ 
thing about going on the shop­ 
ping trip .

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IS IT DEFAMATORY? 
Has the tim e come when it 
is no longer autom atically libe» 
lous to say falsely of someone 
that he is a Communist? Two 
recent events appear to butt* 
re ss that unfortunate conclu­ 
sion. 
T here w as last w inter 
a dinner in honor of John Abt, 
the Com m unists’ lawyer and, 
if we are to believe the te sti- 
mony of W hittaker Cham bers 
and E lizabeth Bentley, and ! 
for one believe it, a fo rm er 
m em ber of a Communist spy 
ring. 
Among the sponsors of 
that dinner w ere avowed Com* 
m unists, indeed officials oí the 
Com munist party of the United 
States. That did not appear to 
deter in the le ast non-Com mun- 
1st, or apparently non-Com in in. 
1st fellow-enthusiasts of M r. 
Abt, e.g. F reda Kirchwey, for* 
m er editor of The Nation maga* 
zine, and Thomas Em erson, 
professor of law at Yale Uni­ 
versity, who happily joined the 
Com m unists in this tribute to 
M r. Abt. 
And why not? What’s so bad 
about being a Communist —by 
contem porary standards? 
In 
1947 the Court of Appeals of 
New York ruled (Mencher v. 
Chesley) that the then c u rre n t 
public 
attitude —“ tran sito ry 
though it may be” —was such 
that it was libelous to call 
a person a Communist. Again 
last w inter, in connection w ith 
the law suit of Linus Pauling v. 
National Review et al (m /se lf 
included), M r. C. D ickerm an 


W illiam s, attorney for the de­ 
fendants, challenged the p resen t 
applicability 
of 
M encher v. 
Chesley. 
Although the C ourt 
ruled against Pauling, it did 
not confront directly the chal­ 
lenge to amend M encher 
v. 
Chesley. 
The court had previously held 
that “ w hether language (is de­ 
fam atory) depends, among other 
factors upon the tem per of the 
tim es, the current of contem­ 
porary public opinion, w ith the 
result that words, h arm less 
in one age, in one com m unity, 
may be highly damaging to re­ 
putation at another tim e o r in 
a different place . . . Today 
(1947) and in the recen t p ast 
—whether or not Communism 
stands for violent overthrow 
of governm ent—it is undeniable 
that for Communism and its 
adherents 
and 
sym pathizers 
there 
has 
been w idespread 
public aversion.” 
But consider the situation 
today, M r. W illiams asked— 
such a 
situation as the big 
dinner fo r M r. Abt suggests. 
He quotes George F . Kennan 
as saying; 
“ I just don’t know 
what ’Communist* m eans to­ 
day.” 
“ Can it be libelous,” 
M r. W illiam s asks, “ to call 
a m m a Communist when our 
country’s leading scholars and 
intellectuals profess that they 
don’t know what one is? ” 
He then quotes from Senator 
Fulbright, who has com plained 
that 
“ we continue to apply 
the vocabulary created two de­ 


cades ago to the shape of cur­ 
rent events.” Senator McGee 
as dem anding “ a truce on using 
the w ord ’Com munism.” * The 
scholar George Lichtheim as 
observing, “ (Communism) is in 
danger of appearing irrelev ­ 
ant.” 
Or Dwight Macdonald: 
“ 
. . . The only reasonable de­ 
finition of *a Communist* to­ 
day, as of *a Jew ’, is some­ 
body who calls him self that.” 
And R ichard Rovere: “ Twenty 
or even ten years ago, nearly 
all 
A m ericans 
believed that 
there w as som ething in the 
world that could be properly 
described 
as 
’international 
Com Tiunism’ and that it threat­ 
ened w orld peace, human free­ 
dom, and Am erican se c u rity .. . 
(Now) 
The lesson has been 
learned” —that there is no such 
thing. 
And so on and so on and so 
on. 
The question is le ss, is 
it defam atory these days to 
ra ji someone a Com m unist— 
the evidence seem s to be plain 
that it isn’t— so much as: ought 
it to be defam atory? 
A re we, 
in our longing for peace, for­ 
getting the capacity of the Com­ 
m unists to threaten that peace, 
to continue in their outrageous 
w ays, to narcotize the m oral 
and political intelligence in the 
W est? 
And one w onders, post- 
Czechoslovakia, 
w hether 
the 
gentlem en who have been so 
certain of the form lessness of 
Com munism, are still so ce r­ 
tain.

Medicare Patients To 
Pay First $44 Of Bill 


Beginning in January, an older 
person who goes to the hospital 
under Medicare w ill be re ­ 
sponsible for the first $44 of 
his hospital b ill —now running 
about $600 for the average hos­ 
pital stay by a M edicare ben­ 
eficiary, George W . Sturm, So­ 
cial Security D istrict manager, 
said. 
That is a $4 increase. 
The increase results from a 
provision in the law requiring 
an annual review of the deduct­ 
ible amount, Sturm explained. If 
this annual review by the Sec - 
retary of Department Health, 
Education and W elfare, shows 
that hospital costs have changed 
significantly, the hospital de­ 
ductible amount must be adjust­ 
ed for the following year. 


The results of the annual re ­ 
view of the inpatient hospital 
deductible also apply to the dol­ 
lar amounts a Medicare bene­ 
ficiary pays toward a hospital 
stay of more than 60 days, or 
a posthospital extended care 
stay of more than 20 days. 
These amounts therefore w ill 
also increase by 10 per cent, 
effective Jan. 1 to $11 a day 
for the 61st through the 90th 
day of a hospital stay; to $5.50 
for the 21st to the 100th day 
of a stay in a posthospital ex­ 
tended care facility; and to $22 
a day for each day of the life ­ 
time reserve of 60 days. 
The changes apply only to the 
hospital insurance part of Med­ 
icare and do not effect the fi­ 
nancing of the supplementary 
medical insurance, which cov­ 
ers doctor b ills and a wide var­ 
iety of other medical services.
